The Coffee County Board 
of Education elected board 
officers for the upcoming 
year Thursday, Nov. 7, dur- 
ing the board’s regular an- 
nual meeting. 

Once again, Brian 
McLeod was elected to 
serve as board president, 
and Galen McWaters was 
elected to serve as board 
vice president. Each was 
elected with no opposition. 

Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth received the 
board’s approval to bid five 
modular classrooms for

New Brockton Elementary 
School to meet growth 
needs at that school. He said 
the modular classrooms 
would be acquired on 24- 
month lease agreements. 

Also due to the growth at 
New Brockton, Killing- 
sworth received the board’s 
approval to bid a new 
school bus for the system. 
He said routes had been 
added at New Brockton due 
to the growth of there and 
there is a need for a new bus 
as a 2008 bus has been run- 
ning a route to cover the 
current transportation 
needs. 

By approving the bid for 
one new bus now, Killing- 
sworth said that would 
allow for it to arrive around 


June for use next school 
year. 

The superintendent also 
reported during last week’s 
meeting that two 2003 
model buses had recently 
sold on GovDeals.com. 

Killingsworth said the 
system currently has four 
2005 buses in its fleet that 
are only used as spares. He 
said he would recommend 
keeping two of the four to 
utilize as spares and offer 
two up for sale on Govy- 
Deals. Board members ap- 
proved his 
recommendations. 

The board entered a 15- 
20 minute executive session 
during the board meeting. 
The need for this executive 
session was described, by 


the board’s attorney, to be 
for discussion of possible 
litigation facing the board. 
Upon returning from the ex- 
ecutive session, McLeod 
said no action would be 
taken. 

A handful of personnel 
matters were addressed by 
the superintendent and

The resignation of Betty 
Winburn as a bus driver for 
New Brockton was ac- 
cepted, and the employ- 
ments of Jeff Amlong and 
Tony Ivey as bus drivers 
were approved.

The superintendent ac- 
knowledged that he was 
happy to see the “Report 
Cards” grades for Coffee 
County Schools. He said all 
schools in the system scored 
higher this year than last 
year, and that is a good sign 
even though there still re- 
main things to work on 
overall.

Tigers hit the road 


Elba and Brantley head into Round two 


The AHSAA football playoffs will enter round two Fri- 
day night with the Elba Tigers and Brantley Bulldogs con- 
tinuing their quest for a state title. 

Following are previews of both games: 


Elba at Lanett 

The (8-3) Elba Tigers will hit the road Friday night when 
they travel to Lanett to tangle with the second ranked (10- 
0) Lanett Panthers, in the first meeting ever between the 
two prep football powers. 

Elba will enter the game after a hard fought 21-8 first 
round win over Marengo and has averaged over 40 points 
per game in rolling to eight wins on the season. The Tigers 
boast 579 wins and seven state championships over their 
98 years on the gridiron, and are 13-5 all-time in second 
round match-ups, including 5-1 in the last six second round 
games. 

Lanett enters the game coming off a 55-0 win over Keith 
in the opening round, and the Panthers average 35.1 points 
per game and allow 6.8 points per game. They have posted 
572 wins in 100 years on the gridiron and have won eight 
state championships, including the 2017 2A title, and are 


15-5 all-time in second round games. 

Lanett’s wins this season have come over 5A Valley 25- 
21, 2A LaFayette 17-0, Wadley 14-13, Autaugaville 54-6, 
Notasulga 28-13, 4A Handley 20-15, Loachapoka 42-0, 
Verbena 40-0, Billingsley 56-0 and Keith 55-0. 


Notasulga at Brantley 
The (10-1) Brantley Bulldogs will be back home again 


in second round action when they host the (6-4) Notasulga 
Blue Devils. 

Brantley holds a 3-2 edge in the all-time series, with the 
last win coming back in 1998 by the score of 27-26. 

The Bulldogs will carry a six-game winning streak into 
the second round clash and rolled to a lopsided 72-32 win 
over Fruitdale in opening round play.

Alabama healthcare 
providers have reported 9 
cases of lung disease 
associated with e-cigarette 
product use, or vaping as of 
October 30. The 9 cases, 5 


confirmed and 4 probable, , 


are included in the national 
counts for the CDC. 

Patients have 
experienced symptoms that 
include cough, shortness of 
breath and fatigue, with 
symptoms growing worse 
over a period of days or 
weeks before admission to 
the hospital. Other 
symptoms may include 
fever, chest pain, nausea, 
abdominal pain and 
diarrhea. Most of the cases 
are among adolescents and 
young adults. 


The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) 


recommends all consumers 
of non-regulated vape
